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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is response to the Notice of Non-Compliance filed on 
12/28/04. Claims 1 , 15, 20 and 34 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 15, 20 and 34 are allowable. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance. 

Claim 1 is directed to "wherein said advice provider includes one or more of: a 
suggestion to the user to modify usage patterns; a suggestion to the user to read a 
document; a proposal to upgrade to a new software version; a proposal to modify 
system settings; a proposal to run a certain script to effect a solution; or a proposal to 
download and execute special applications to correct the situation; without 
compromising individual privacy. 

The closest prior art of record Herz (6,029,195) teaches system for customized 
electronic identification of desirable objects. 

Basche (6,1 19,164) teaches method and apparatus for distributing over a 
network unsolicited information to a targeted audience. 

Pant et al (6,012,053) teaches computer system with user-controlled relevance 
ranking of search results. 

Grasso et al (5,892,909) teaches intranet-based system with methods for co- 
active delivery of information to multiple users.

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However, none of the cited prior art above disclose or fairly/suggest "wherein 
said advice provider includes one or more of: a suggestion to the user to modify usage 
patterns; a suggestion to the user to read a document; a proposal to upgrade to a new 
software version; a proposal to modify system settings; a proposal to run a certain script 
to effect a solution; or a proposal to download and execute special applications to 
correct the situation; without compromising individual privacy.
